May it please your Excellency, — 

As directed by the provisions of the 26 Vic., cap. II, sec. 49, the 
26 & 27 Vic. cap. 90, sec. 16, and the 7 & 8 Vic., cap. 81, sec. 56, I ha\e 
the honour to ’transmit to your Excellency, in order that the same may be 
laid before Parliament, General Abstracts of the Births, Deaths, and 

Marriages registered in Ireland during the year 1866. 

A General Abstract of the number of Births, Deaths, and Haulages, 
reo-istered in the year 1866, was presented to Parliament in the cession ol 
X867. The Report now submitted contains detailed Tables of the ages 
and condition of persons married, of Births, distinguishing legitimate from 
illegitimate ; and. of Deaths, and their causes. 

The Acts for the Registration of Births and Deaths, and Roman 
Catholic Marriages, came into operation on the 1st of January, 1804 but 
that for the Registration of Protestant Marriages of all denominations 

has been in force since the 1st of April, 1845. , . 

For the purposes of Registration, the country has been divided into 1 j. 
Superintendent Registrars’ Districts— co-extensive with the Pool Lav 
Unions-andinto 772 Registrars’ Districts, which, with a few exce^ions 
are of equal extent with the Dispensary Districts formed undei tl 
Medical Charities Act. 

GENXRAX SUMMAftT. 

The estimated population of Ireland in the middle of 1866 was oo82C2.->; 
the persons whose marriages were registered, amounted to 60,242 , the 
number of marriares being 30,121 ; children born alive whose birtns were 
registered amounted to 146,090 ; and the number of deaths registered was 
93JI27. The emigrants from Ireland during the year I860 amounted to 
99 467 In the previous year — 1860— there we registered 3(.,80- 
marriages, 144,970 births, and 93,154 deaths ; the number of emigrants 

■was 101,497.

attained their twenty-first year. The proportion of males married under 
age was 8 06 ; of females, 15-31 per cent. The proportions m England 
and Wales in 1866 were— males, 6 69, and females, _0 03 pei cent. 
In Scotland the proportions were 7'20 males and 20'69 per cent iemales. 

Of widowers, 3,180, and of widows, 1,691 were re-married; the propor- 
tion being 10-56 per cent, of widowers, and 5 61 per cent, of widows,

to the total marriages. The like proportions in England and Wales 
were 13-91 widowers, and 9 - 40 per cent, widows. In Scotland the pro- 
portions were, widowers, 11 -96, and widows, 5 - 60 per cent. 

According to the provisions of the Registration Acts, every registry of 
a marriage is required to be signed by the parties married, two witnesses, 
and the officiating clergyman. A test of the elementary education of 
the persons contracting marriage is thus afforded by comparing the 
number who write their names in the registers, with the number who 
make a mark. Of 60,242 persons married in 1866, 26,596 (11,630 men 
and 14,966 women) signed the registers with marks ; being in the propor- 
tion of 44*1 per cent. — 38 - 6 per cent, of the males, and 49 7 per cent, of 
the females married. 

The like rates in England and Wales for the same year were 21‘6 per cent, 
of males, and 30'0 per cent, of females; and in Scotland 11-22 of males 
and 22-00 per cent, of females. 

The marriage registers contain a column in which the age of each of 
the parties married is inserted; but as the law only requires it to be 
stated whether the parties are “of full age” or “minors,” the precise age 
at marriage is not always entered in the registers. In 1866 the exact ages 
of both parties were given in 12,892 instances. Of these 11,619 were 
bachelors, and 12,265 spinsters; 1,273 were widowers, and 627 widows. 
The largest number of wives was married between 21 and 30 — the number 
being 7,985, or more than one-half of the whole number whose ages are 
recorded. The largest number of husbands — 7,914 — is also found to have 
been married between 21 and 30 years of age. 

298 bachelors were married to widows, both of whose ages at the time 
of marriage are recorded. Of these, 160 of the widows and 140 of the 
bachelors married between 25 and 35 years of age. Of 944 widowers who 
married spinsters, 430 of the latter were between 25 and 35 years of age ; 
whilst the largest number of the widowers on their re-marriages ranged 
chiefly between 30 and 45. 

Of widowers and widows married, whose ages at the time of marriage 
are stated, there were 329 couples. Of these the largest number of -widows 
appears to have been between 40 and 50, and of widowers between 50 
and 60. 12 widowers and 1 widow were married when they were above 

70 years old. 

With respect to Roman Catholic Marriages, the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 
90, directs that parties about to contract marriage, shall produce to 
the clergyman celebrating the marriage a certificate, to be procured 
from the Registrar, filled up as far as possible by . that officer with 
the particulars necessary to be registered, which certificate the parties 
married, the witnesses, and the officiating clergyman are required to 
sign. When so filled up the certificate is to be returned within three 
days to the Registrar by the husband, under a penalty of ten pounds. 

With a view to facilitate the registration of marriages under the Act 
referred to, and at the special request of several dignitaries of the Roman 
Catholic Church, — with the approval of the Law Officers of the Crown— 
(who at that time were the Right Hon. Thomas O’Hagan, m.p., and James 
A. Lawson, esq., Q.C.) — I instructed the District Registrars to furnish 
to each parish priest, who should apply for them, forms of certi- 
ficate to be duly filled, signed, and forwarded to the Registrar on the 
occasion of a marriage, thus saving the husband the inconvenience of 
procuring from the Registrar a form of certificate previous to his mar- 
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ria<*e, as required by the Statute* I also furnished all the Roman 
Catholic clergy in Ireland with copies of the Act above referred to ; in 
order that the requirements of the law might be known to them previous 
to coming into operation. 

The proportion per cent, of marriages to the estimated population, and 
of persons married who wrote their names in the registers ; also of minors, 
widowers, and widows, are given in the following table, for the several 
registration divisions : —

There is not any return made to me of the places of worship belonging 
to Roman Catholics in which marriages are celebrated ; but under the 
provisions of the 7th & 8th Vic., cap. 81, I am enabled to state respecting 
other religious persuasions, that there were 1,458 Churches and Chapels 
of the Established Church, 574 registered Presbyterian Meeting-houses, 
and 200 Registered Buildings belonging to various denominations, in 
which marriages might lawfully be solemnized, on the 31st December, 
1866. During the year 1866 there was an increase of four in the number 
of such places in the Established Church ; and of eight in other religious 
communities. The “Registered Buildings” belong to the following

Of the persons whose deaths were registered during the year 26-03 in 
every 100 were children under 5 years old— of whom 27'99 per cent, were 
males, and 24'11 per cent, females. 13 93 per cent, of the men, and 
Id o4 per cent, of the women, whose deaths were registered had passed 
their 75th year. 58 of the males and 83 of the females in every 10,000 
wei-e stated in the returns to have been over 95 years of age. 

EMIOSATIOB. 

During the year 1866 the number of emigrants who left the ports of 
Ireland amounted to 99,467; of these 59,561 were males and 39 906 
females. Of the whole number 17,379, or 17 5 per cent., were from 
Leinster; 36,971, or 372 per cent., from Munster; 26,259, or 26-4 per cent, 
from Ulster ; and 1 2,439, or 12-5 per cent., from Connaught : 6,419 persons, 
or fa-4 per cent., did not state the county or province to which they belonged. 

Of the emigrants in 1866, 13’6 per cent, were under 15 years of ace- 
7o-3 per cent were 15 to 35 years old; 10'4 per cent, were 35 a°nd 
upwards ; and the ages of '7 per cent, were not specified in the returns. 



METSOROLOCY. 

The following is an abstract of the meteorological observations taken 
during the year 1866, at the Ordnance Survey Office,® Phcenix Park 
Dublin, kindly furnished by Captain Wilkinson, E.E. 

The barometer was highest during the year, at 9. 30 a.m., on 24th January, 
W no ® t r 00fI , at 30-673 inches, the wind blowing from S.W. ; it was lowest 
on 23rd March, at 9.30 p.m., with the wind from S.E., when it was 28-663 
inches. 

The highest temperature in the air was 80 7,° on 13th July, and the 
lowest was 17'5°, on the 1st March. 

Rain or snow fell on 216 days; the greatest rain-fall in 24 hours was 
•975 m., on 18th June, with wind blowing N.W. ; the total amount regis- 
tered was 26-857 inches. s

Qd. in the 
first week to 14s. Qd. per cwt. in the last week of the first quarter of 1866 ; the 
average price for the three months being 14s. 10 d., against 11s. 9 d. for the cor- 
responding quarter of 1865. 

The quotations for potatoes at the Potato Market, Dublin, were somewhat lower 
for the first quarter of I860 than for the corresponding period of 1865 ; the averages 
for the former being '2s. Qd. to 3 s. (5 <L, and for the latter 3s. 1 d. to 3s. Id. per cwt. 

Tho average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market were aho lower during 
the first quarter of 1866, than during the first three months of 1865 ; the ave- 
rages being 50s. 6d to 63s. Qd. per cwt. for the former, and 54s. Qd. to 68s. for the 
latter. 

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving indoor relief on Saturdays 
during the quarter was 57,123 ; the average for the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1S65 was 62,418. The smallest number of persons (54,894) receiving indoor 
relief was on Saturday, in tho first week of January ; this was also tho case in the 
corresponding quarter of 1865 and of 18G4. The largest number receiving indoor 
relief during the first quarter of 1866 was in the first and second weeks of March. 
The number of persons (10,163) receiving outdoor relief was also smallest in the 
first week of the quarter ; the weekly average for the quarter was 11,927, against 
11,296 in the corresponding period of 1865. 

Of tho persons receiving indoor relief during the first quarter of the year 1866, 
an average number of 465 in each week were located in Asylums for the Blind 
and the Deaf and Dumb, and in Extern Hospitals ; in the corresponding quarter of 
1865 the average weekly number was 523. 



THE WEATHER. 



The mean height of the barometer at the Ordnance Survey Office, Phamix Park, 
Dublin, during the first quarter of the year I860, was 29-521 inches (in the cor- 
responding period of 1865, and of 1864 it was 29,651 inches, and 29‘725 niches 
respectively); the highest reading (30-490 inches) was on the 24th January, at 
9.30 A M., wind S.W. ; and the lowest (28’4S0 inches) on the 23rd March, at 9.30

Tho mean temperature of tho air during the quarter was 41.5 (during the 
corresponding period of 1865 it was 38 9° and in 1864 it was 40‘2 ) ; the 
maximum registered by the thermometer (6S-0°) was on the 30th March, and the 
minimum (17-0”) was on tho let of tho same month. 

Rain or snow fell on 54 (lays during tho quarter. The rain-fall measured 
7-508 inches (it was 5-979 inches and 5-227 inches respectively during the 
corresponding quarters of 1SG5 and 1864). The greatest monthly ram-fa 1 daring 
the first quarter of I860 was in March, when 3-309 inches were registered. 

Tho wind blow on 47 days from S.W. ; 13 days from N.W. ; 7 days from W. , 
6 days from S.E. ; and 5 days from N.E.,at 9.30 A.n. ; on only one day during 
the tiu-oo months did tho wind blow from the East at that hour, and on only two 
days from tho North.

0 fever cases in one cabin, and the head of the family refused to have them removed Quarter, 
to hospital. / should mention that the Guardians have a spring cart and bed for the 

conveyance of fever patients to hospital!' 

It would be well that the good example set by the Antrim Board of Guardians 
was more generally followed, as there can be no doubt that the poison of fever and 
other zymotic diseases is disseminated in consequence of fever patients being 
transmitted to hospital in cabs and other public conveyances. 

In Belfast No. 4 District 49 deaths resulted from fever. ... 

Scarlatina of a malignant character prevailed in the Keady District, Armagh 
Union: 5 healthy children in one family were cut off by this scourge. In the 
Bellnghy District, Magherafelt Union, scarlatina and its sequelm proved fatal in -1 
instances. In Mullingar District 27 deaths resulted from scarlatina. “This great 
mortality” (observes the Registrar) “ I attribute to the filthy and uncleansed state of 
the back streets in this town.” In Ennistimon scarlatina was very prevalent, but 
comparatively mild ; this disease wasalso rife in Wexford, Galway, estport j and 
of the 50 deaths registered in the Acl.ill District (Newport Union) 21 were ascribed 
to scarlatina. Th? disease, however, had disappeared from many districts where 
it had been epidemic. 

Measles and whooping cough were very prevalent. . . . 

In Coleraine there were nine deaths from small-pox ; in ArUow (Batlidrum 
Union) out of 78 deaths registered during the quarter, no less than 3c i were caused 
by small-pox! Deaths from this disease also occurred m the Districts of Cappagh luff 
(Ballinrobe Union), Ballymoney, itc. It « much to he regretted that the Registrars 
of those districts in which fatal cases of small-pox were registered, we, e unable to 
state whether those who fell victims to this disease had been prevmishj mimnated. 

Bronchitis and other pulmonary affections proved very fatal, especially to he 
aged and the very young. The Registrar of the Portadown District (L organ Union 
records a case of “pure Asiatic” cholera which proved fatal in 15 hours,

/is/tods. tective powers of vaccination, the Registrar of Artburstown Sub-district, Fethard 
Second (New Ross Union), relates the following interesting particulars: — “A sailor 
in-tor. returned from a foreign voyage to his native village, Ballyhack, and in a few days 
after was seized with small-pox in its confluent and most virulent form. The 
village swarms with a population steeped in poverty, and is in every way badly 
calculated to resist the extension of a contagious disease. The man’s residence was 
in its centre, and segregation from its neighbours impossible. Vaccination , how- 
ever, had been for years carefully attended to ; an infant residing in the house had 
been vaccinated only a few weeks before. The man recovered, and although two 
months have gone by, there has not been another case of small-pox amongst the 
inhabitants.” 

Fever was generally of a milder typo. 

The number of Registrars who refer to the improved sanitary condition of ttieir 
districts increases every quarter. It is to be hoped that the ample powers which 
the new Sanitary Act affords for suppressing nuisances and protecting the public 
against the spread of contagious diseases may soon be brought into action, so that 
tire evils at present existing, and which have been so forcibly described by the 
Registrars, may be neutralized. 

In the Scotstown District (Monaghan Union) 2 cases of English cholera were 
registered in the month of June, both having proved fatal within 4S hours ; two 
other members of the same family were attacked, but recovered. In the Halm 
District (Inishowen Union) a case of English cholera proved fatal in 15 hours. 

Some of the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter had attained 
very advanced periods of life ; thus in the Templemartin District (Ban don Union) 
“ the death of a person aged 106 was registered in Aughnacloy District (Cl ogher 
Union) the death of a person aged 104 was registered ; and the deaths of 
centenarians were also registered in SUinrone (Roscrea Union) and Ballycastle.

Tho mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 56-9° (it was 60-8° in 
the corresponding quarter, of I860, and 57-8° in the third quarter of 1864) ; the 
maximum temperature (80-7°) was on tho 13th July, and the minimum (31*8°) was 
on the 20 tli September. 

Rain or snow fell on ,06 days during tho quarter. The rain-fail measured 
6-656 inches; it was 6*318 indies in tho third quarter of 1865, and 4-137 
inches in the corresponding quarter of 1 864. The total rain-fall during the half-year 
ended 30th September I860, was 14*452 inches, against 12*134 inches and 8*220 
inches during the corresponding period of 1865 and 1864, respectively. The 
greatest monthly rain-fall in tho third quarter of 1866 was in September, when 2*988 
inches were registered. 

The prevailing winds during the quarter wore westerly, the wind having been 
from W. on 27 days ; from S.W. on 32 days j and from N. VV. on 11 days, at 9.30 
a.m.

Notwithstanding tho outbreak of cholera in various parts of the country, the 
deaths registered during tho third quarter of 1866 were 32 less than tho number 
■registered during tho corresponding quarter of 1865. 

Fever, though prevalent in some districts, was generally of a mild type, and 
caused comparatively few deaths. 

Deaths from scarlatina of a malignant natnro were reported from various dis- 
tricts, especially Carrickfergus, Castlederg, Lurgan, Bailie boro ugh, and Lucan. 
The Registrar of Ballinakill, Superintendent Registrar’s District of Abheyleix, 
reported 14 deaths from scarlatina ; he made tho following statement : — “1 have 
been for over thirty years the Medical Olticer of Ballinakill Dispensary, but never 
experienced so had a type of scarlatina as tho present epidemic afforded.” At 
Kilrush, 12 deaths from scarlatina wore reported. In many districts this disease 
had disappeared, or very much decreased, especially in those localities where 
attention had been paid to sanitary precautions. 

About 30 Registrars reported cases of cholera having occurred in their districts ; 
in nearly every instance those who were first attacked by the disease Lad beeii 
recently in localities where cholera abounded. Reapers and labourers arriving 
from England were attacked in various parts of the country ; and, generally speak- 
ing, the disease was not confined to tho individual first attacked, but spread to the 
other inmates of tho house. In Mallow, where 20 deaths from cholera took place 
during the quarter, tho Registrar states that “the greater number of cases occurred 
in the locality of a well, tho water of which was in daily use by tho people 
dwelling in its neighbourhood. This water has been since analyzed by Professor 
Cameron of Dublin. His opinion is that tho water is not suitable for consumption, 
iti consequence of its containing a very largo amount of organic matter derived 
from animal sources. Tho people have been warned of the consequences of using 
it. I may remark that this well is not tho celebrated spa of Mallow, which spa is 
in daily use by far the larger portion of tho town.” 

The Registrar of the Carrick-on-Suir District, who had so frequently reported 
on the unsatisfactory sanitary condition of his district, makes the following state- 
ment — “ The health of this district is at present most satisfactory. Tho sanitary 
condition of the town is now being improved, owing to tho exertions of the Town 
Commissioners since the ‘Sanitary Act, 1866,' came into force.” The Registrar 
of Milltown Malbay, Superintendent Registrar’s District of Ennistimon, testifies to 
the advantages of sanitary improvements ; referring to tho disappearance or sub- 
sidence of ievci' and scarlatina in Ids district, he observes* — “ More perfectly 
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organized sanitary arrangements have confessedly brought about this disappearance ^m*rtv

Bronchitis and other chest affections proved very fatal to the aged, and those of 
tender years. Of the former many had long passed the three score and ten years. 
Jfor instance, the reputed age of a man who died in Magherafelt was 102 years • a 
farmer died in Omagh District, whose age was stated to have been 120 years ■ a 
woman died in the Aughnacloy District (Ologher Union), at the age of 98 the 
assigned cause of death being paralysis. The Registrar of the Finnea District 
(Ora na,nl Union), states that some deaths e ■ were registered at an advanced a<*e • 
one beyond a century by several years;” and in the Cong District (BallimSbe 
Union), one death was registered, the age stated being 104 years. 

The publication of the Registrars’ notes appears to have had a salutary effect 
for in their notes on this quarter some of the Registrars whose districts had been' 
in a sanitary point of view, utterly neglected, advert to their improved condition* 
amongst these districts may he mentioned Newtownnrds (Newtownards UnioiD 
Swords (Balrothery Union), Milltown Malbay (Ennistimon Union), and Loughrea. 
I hough many Registrars still complain, it is satisfactory to perceive that some 
progress in the right direction lias been achieved. It is needless to add, how 
desirable it would be to have in all localities, especially in those densely populated, 
highly educated and efheient officers of health.

Births. — The births (7,458) registered in Leinster during the fourth quarter of 
1886 afford an annual ratio of only 1 in 46 of tlio estimated population— in the 
corresponding quarter of 1865 the ratio was 1 in 47, and in 1864, 1 in 45. In 
Munster there were registered S,729 births — a number equal to an annual ratio of 
1 in 42 (the ratio for the fourth quarter of 1864 and 1865 respectively being 1 
in 43); in Ulster tho number was 11,711. or 1 in 40 which was also the ratio for 
the corresponding quarters of 1864 and 1865 ; and in Connaught 5,824, or 1 in 
37, against 1 in 39 for 1865, and 1 in 41 for 1864.

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Letter to the Registrar-General or the Causes of Death in Ireland, 
from William M. Burke, f.c.p.i. 



Year 1866. 



Sir, 

I have the honour of submitting to yon a few observations on the assigned causes 
of the deaths registered in Ireland during the year 1866. 

It is noteworthy that, notwithstanding an epidemic visitation of cholera, the 
mortality during the year was somewhat less than in the year preceding. 

I. Zymotic Diseases. 

The number of deaths caused by Zymotic diseases amounted to 19,626 — 9,855 
males, 9,771 females — showing a decrease of 176 as compared with the preceding 
year. Of the total deaths recorded, 1 in every 4*7 resulted from diseases of this 
class. 

Fever caused 4,218 — 2,1S4 males and 2,034 females — or 1 in every 23*1 of the 
total deaths. The mortality from fever during the preceding year exceeded that 
of the year 1806 by 1,065. 

Scarlet fever killed 3,501 persons — 1,876 males and 1,625 females — of these, 
2,003 were under 5 years of age, and 1,061 were aged between 5 and 10 years. 

Of the deaths from all causes, 1 in every 26*6 resulted from scarlet fever. 

The deaths consequent on the epidemic of Asiatic cholera amounted to 2,501 — 
1,167 males, and 1,334 females,— or 1 in 37*2 of the total deaths. 

The number of deaths from diarrhoea amounted to 1,911 — 973 males and 938 

females or 1 in 48‘7 of the total deaths. Of the persons who died from diarrhoea 

816 were under 5 years of age, and 691 were 55 years and upwards. 

Whooping cough was the cause of 1,736 deaths— 768 males and 968 females, — 
or 1 in every 53*6 of all the deaths. Nearly all the deaths from whooping cough 
occurred in children under 5 years of age: 2 females whose deaths were referred to 
whooping cough were stated to be aged between 25 and 35 years, and a man and 
n, woman between 35 and 45 years. 

Croup was the cause of 1,390 deaths— 718 males, and 67 2 females. This disease 
appears to have been more prevalent in Ireland than in either England or Scotland 
in the year 1866, the ratios to the total number of deaths registered being in 
Ireland 1 in 67 ; in Scotland 1 in 79 ; and in England only 1 in 97. 

851 deaths were referred to measles— 464 males, aud 3S7 females. The number 
registered in 1865 was 1,036, and in 1SG-1-, 630. 

Diphtheria was the cause of 317 deaths, against 480 in 1865, and 661 in 1864. 
Of the deaths registered from diphtheria 111 occurred in the North-Eastern Division, 
and 88 in the Eastern Division. 
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The deaths from small-pox only amounted to 194, showing a decrease of 267 as 
compared with the year 1865, and being 660 less than in 1864. 

Three males and 1 female died from hydrophobia. 

The deaths of 2 men were caused by glanders j in the preceding year 9 men 
died from this disease j and in the year 1864, 3 men and 1 woman died from the 
same cause. 

II. Constitutional Diseases. 

The number of deaths from diseases termed constitutional amounted to 17.462 — 
8,290 males and 9,172 females— affording a ratio of 1 in every 5 - 3 of the total 
deaths registered. 

Phthisis, or pulmonary consumption, proved fatal in 10,119 instances— 4,835 
males and 5,284 females— being in the proportion of 1 death in every 9-2 of all the 
deaths. 

1 762 deaths — 723 males, and 1,039 females — were returned under the head of 
dropsy. 

Cancer killed 1,694 persons — 703 males, and 991 females. 

1,466 deaths were referred to tabes mesenterica. 

Hydrocephalus, or water on the brain, was the cause of 1,060 deaths — 598 males 
aud 462 females. 

1,090 deaths were ascribed to scrofula. 

III. Looal Diseases. 

The deaths attributed to local diseases numbered 31,380, or 1 in every 3 of all 
the deaths, the sexes being 16,774 males and 14,606 females. 

To diseases of the nervous system 8,795 deaths were referred, the sexes being 
4,840 males, and 3,955 females. Of these, 4,057 (2,270 males and 1,787 
females) were returned as caused by convulsions; apoplexy caused 972 (563 
males and 409 females); paralysis caused 1,756 (906 males and 850 females) ; 
cephalitis, or inflammation of the brain, <fcc., contributed 610 (342 males, 268 
females). 805 deaths were tabulated under the head of brain disease unspecified; 
in 1865 the number so tabulated was 799, and in 1864 it was 1,182. 

Diseases of the circulatory organs caused 3,168 deaths — 1,696 males aud 1,472 
females ; of these, 66 deaths (39 males and 27 females,) resulted from pericarditis ; 
100 were caused by aneurism (81 males and 19 females) ; 3,002 deaths (1,576 
males and 1,426 females,) were returned under the head of heart disease unspecified. 

Diseases of the respiratory organs, not including phthisis, caused 12,851 deaths — 
6,533 males and 6,318 females. Bronchitis was the cause of 8,959 deaths (4,366 
males and 4,593 females) ; inflammation of the lungs proved fatal in 1,892 instances 
(1,145 males and 747 females) ; asthma was the assigned cause of 657 deaths ; 
pleurisy of 402; and laryngitis of 112; to lung disease unspecified 829 deaths 
were referred. 

Diseases of the digestive organs caused 4,894 deaths — 2,637 males, 2,257 females. 
Of this number, inflammation of the bowels caused 662 deaths (36S males, and 
294 females) ; 268 persons died from peritonitis (142 males, and 126 females); 
gastritis, or inflammation of the stomach, is stated to have caused 198 deaths ; 
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ileus, which includes obstruction of the bowels, constipation, &c., caused 403 
deaths (249 males and 154 females) ; 1,259 deaths were ascribed to stomach 
disease unspecified. To inflammation of the liver 243 deaths were referred ; to 
jaundice 194 ; and to liver disease unspecified 1,005. 

Diseases of the urinary organs proved fatal in 1,096 instauces — S44 males and 
252 females. Of this number, inflammation of the kidneys caused 50 deaths; 
•nephria, or Bright’s disease, 19S ; stone in the bladder 23 ; inflammation of the 
bladder 52 ; diabetes 124 ; and kidney disease unspecified 564. 

170 persons died from diseases of the generative organs. 

Diseases of the organs of locomotion caused 172 deaths — 103 males and 69 
females. 

234 deaths were ascribed to diseases of the integumentary system, viz., 9 to 
phlegmon; 82 to ulcer; and 143 to skin disease, &c. 

IV. Developmental Diseases. 

Diseases incidental to development contributed 18,442 deaths — 7, 782 males, 10,660 
females — the proportion being 1 in 5 of the total deaths registered ; 255 died from 
premature birth; cyanosis caused 13 deaths, of these, 11 were under 1 year old, 
1 was 2 years old, and the other between 10 and 15 years. Spina bifida was the 
cause of 12 deaths ; '26 deaths were tabulated under the head of “other malfor- 
mations and teething was the cause assigned for 299 deaths. 

667 women died in childbirth ; as 328 women died from metria, or puerperal 
fever, so the total deaths resulting from child-bearing will amount to 995. For 
every 147 children born, the life of 1 mother was sacrificed. 

The cause of 13,282 deaths was stated to have been old age; tbe sexes were, 
6,525 males, and 7,757 females. 

3,878 deaths were referred to atrophy and debility. 

V. Violent Deaths. 

Tbe deaths from violence registered during the year amounted to 2,162—1,423 
males and 739 females, or 1 in every 43 of the total deaths registered. In every 
10,000 of the estimated population in 1866, 4 persons died from violence. 

Of the deaths from violence, 1,889 were accidental, viz., 682 from fractures and 
contusions ; 23 from gunshot wounds ; 30 from cuts or slabs ; 505 from burns or 
scalds — 21S males and 2S7 females ; 29 from poisoning ; 464 from drowning - 361 
males, and 103 females ; 72 from suffocation. In each of the two preceding years 
the number of deaths from suffocation was 71. Of the 72 persons whose deaths were 
caused by suffocation, 30 were under 12 months old. The nature of the accident 
was not stated in 84 instances, against 140 in the year 1865. 

The number of deaths from homicide amounted to 140—80 males, and 60 females. 

67 persons— 45 males and 22 females— committed suicide, or 12 out of 1,000,000 
of the estimated population were self-destroyed. 

The modes resorted to for self-destruction were— gunshot wounds, 1 man ; cuts 
or stabs, 1 man and 1 woman; poisoning, 2 men and 1 woman ; drowning, 15 men 
and 12 women ; hanging, 18 men and 4 women ; and in the cases of 8 men and 4 
women the mode of self-destruction was not stated in the returns. 
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Two men, between 20 and 25 years of age, were executed. 

Sixty-four of the violent deaths were not classed. 

In 504 cases of sudden death, the cause was not ascertained. 

The cause of death was unspecified or ill-defined in 3,451 instances, or 1 in 27 of 
the total deaths. This evidences an improvement in the returns on the years 1SG4 
and 1865, when the number of deaths unspecified were 6,504, or 1 in 14-3, and 
4,853, or 1 in 1-9*2 respectively.

Sir, . 

I request you will furnish each Parish Priest within your Distinct— -who 
may apply to you for the same — with six blank Forms of Certificates of Marriage, 
which you will carefully take from the Certificate Book forwarded to you, and also 
with six of the printed Envelopes, addressed to “ The Registrar of Births, Deaths, 
and Marriages.” . 

By this course — which has been strongly recommended to me by many Digni- 
taries of the Roman Catholic Church, and approved of by the Law Officers of the 
Crown — the convenience of the Catholic Population, especially those of the poorer 
classes will be greatly promoted in regard to the Registration of their Marriages. 

A further supply of Certificates will be forwarded on your application — from 
which blank Forms will he furnished by you, from time to time, to those Parish 
Priests within your District'who may require them. You will request eacli- Rev. 
Gentleman obtaining the Certificates to give you a receipt for them, (on the accom- 
panying Forms), in order that you may be able to account to mo for all the Certi- 
ficates entrusted to your care ; and you will furnish me, at the end of each month, 
with the Fames and Addresses of those Clergymen to whom you supply them. 
You will observe they are on Water-viarlced paper, with the words “ Certificate of 
Marriage” printed thereon. 

I beg to say that I feel assured you will discharge the duties of your office with 
zeal, discretion, and courtesy, and thus largely contribute to the success of the very 
Important Measures, in the carrying out of which you have so readily undertaken 
to assist by accepting the office of Registrar.
